A rate structure has been established for the WMI computer to 
becorae effective on November 15 s 195^^ From that day on, each user of the 
Wdl coraputer will be required to provide either a purchase order or a credit 
allowance from Professor Morse's Gommittee on Machine Computation to cover 
the \M1 machine time used. 

Requests are now being accepted from DIC, DDL, or MIT department- 
sponsored projects for guaranteed machine time on the Whirlwind I computer. 
Not more than 50fo or the total available computer time x^jill be committed on 
this guaranteed basis. The remaining tirr^e i:ill be set aside for research in 
coding techniques, thesis work^ class exerci-s&s, demonstrations, and other 
faculty-sponsored educational projects for ^„^jhich there is no financial 
support.

An endorsement by an HIT faculty member of the im- 
portance.of the research and of the inadequacy of financial' suppoi'.-. should 
be presented. Also information should be included describing whether the 
project involved will become self-supporting, ■ when this will occur, or why 
it will not. 
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The final decision as to whether all or part of a problem falls in 
the ed-Qcatlonal (no charge) category vjill rest with Professor Morse's Comraittee 
on Machine Computation. T'Jhen the free time (credit allox-jance) allotted to 
a problem has been consumed, it will be necessary that a new request be ap- 
proved before additional machine time can be used. 

It is realized that in many cases it will be difficul".^. to estimate 
the amount of machine time to be used over a given period of time. For such 
cases 8 revised estimates will be accepted. However, new requests can only 
be satisfied if the machine time is available.
